Reaman and Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty becausel of their 
repressive policies against minority races. Seven indivi- 
duals delivered sneeches at the rally. Tivo of these 
speakers were inbrosuccd as CCL officiais: Reverend 

HW. HBrookins, described as the local chairman of the 
SCLC, and reverend Jesse Loe Jackson, introduced as a 
national SCLC official and Director of Cyocraticn Bread- 
basket. The remaining sneakers were ta iuced as students 
who testified to alleged racist and oppressive policies 

of the Government. 


Reverend H. H. Brookins, the first speakcr, set 
forth the purpose of the rally, which was to indict Reagan 
and Yorty and criticize them for repressive policies 
against minority races. Brookins was folloved by Reveren 
Jesse L. Jackson, wno stated the Government was guilty 
of racist and oppresive policies and that the Government 
did not represent minority groups. During nis speech, he 
quoted from the Declaration of Independence as follows 

It is their right, it is their duty, to threw off such 
government and provide new guards for their security. 
aPPRopnt sd fatucas >” during his speech, Jackson utilized the clenched

fist symbol of black power and the V symbol for peace. 

Tne next speaker was introduced as a Mexican-American, who 
appeared to be approximately 24 ycars of afje. He delivered 
a highly emotional speecn in which he condemned the Govern- 
ment as being responsibdle for the oppressive actions taken 
against Mexican-Americans. He called for unity within all 
minority groups in order to fight the establishment. He 
was followed by a Negro female approximately 25 years of 
age who was introduced as FayColfield, allegedly a student 
at Los Angeles City College. She indicted the police fcry, appa 
harassment and intinmidation of the Nezro race and specifi- 
cally the Black Panther Party (see Appendix). She related 
how she had allegedly been arrested by police the evening 
of May 27, 1970, on the charge of being drunk. She stated 
that she had been released just prior to the time of the 
rally. She denied any validity of the charge for which she 
had been arrested and emnnasized that this was a common 
ploy used by police to harass Nepreces., 


Colficid was followed by an individual introduced 
as Oscar Z.-Acosta, who was described as a Mexican-American 
lawyer and a currerit candidate for the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff. Acosta set forth what he termed the oppressive 
conditions of the Mexican-American in the United States and 
specifically condemned the United States Gcvernnent for 
being, historically responsible for these conditions. He 
condemned the Immigration and Naturalization Service for 
jllezal deportation of United States citizens of Mexican 
ancestry and alleged that recent mass deportations were 
accomplished by use of cattle cars and box cars. § He. 
called for unity among minority races, out stated that the 
blacks would have to accede to tne territorial demands of 
the Mexican-Americans. —o 


The next speaker was a female who appeared to de 
approximately 22 years of age, who was introduced as a 
student of Chinese descent, wno represented a Chinese 
orgmization asainst fascism in the United States. She 
condemned tne United States policies in the Far East as 
being fascist and imperialistic. She also called for 
unity among United States minority groups to overthrow

| The final speaker at the rally was James Fred 

.- Berland, who was introduced as the Director of the Los 
Angeles Committee for the Defense of the Bill of Rights 
(see Appendix). Berland accused the Government of an 
“oppression of the mind" in that the Government and the 
country's educational institutions fostered a society 
which oppresses minority groups and promotes racism. 
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During the rally, it was announced that future 
meetings would be held to draw up an indictment against 


Yorty and Reagan for the purpose of subpoenaing them before 
the people. | 


At the conclusion of the speeches, the audience 
was asked by Jackson to return a verdict against Reagan 


and Yorty, at which time he hed the audience in a return 
of guilty.

Party (BPP) was started during December 1955, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 

of the lifc, politics and the destiny of the dDlack community. 

It was organized by BOBBY SEALE, BPP Cnairman, and HUZY P. 
NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON was sentenced in 1968 
to serve 2 tol5 years after veing ccnvicted of manslaughter 

in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official’ newspaper, "The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service’, 
states that the BPP advocatcs the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to eni oppression of 
the black people. Residents cf the biack convaunavy are urged 
to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the pubdlicaticn as "pigs' who should be killed. 


| "The Black Panther" issue of Scntembor 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BrP Minister of rducation, GEORCE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colorca persons of Amcrica, 
revolt everywhere. Arm yourselves. The cnly culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Frecdom every.:ere. 

_ Dynamite: Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywnere.. 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1955, edition of "The Black Parther" is 
the statement'...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it.” - 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic cf China and feature MAO's statement that 
“political power grows out of the barrel of a gun."

Dr. Ralph David Abernathy spoke on Wednesday, 

August 12, 1970, at 11:30, and delivered the "president's 
address". Abernathy stressed the problems faced by all ~ 
poor people in the Unitcd States and criticized lack of 
concern for these people on the part of the current admini- 
stration. He referred to President Nixon as a "tyrant". 
Abernathy declared the government of the United States must 
be returned to the people, even if this meant “taking over" 
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Congress and the Department of Justice. Abernathy did 
not define his phrase “taking over". 
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Other scheduled portions of the convention for 
August 12, 1970, included several workshops on current 
issues, a visit to the grave of Martin Luther King, Jr., 
former President, SCLC, and the convention banquet in 
the evening at the Marriott Motor Hotel, Atlanta. — 


Source advised shortly after Abernathy began speak- 
ing on the morning of Aupust 12, 1970, two Negro males noisily 
attempted to enter front ‘of church but were removed'by ushers. 
These individuals subsequently entered church and caused 
appreciable confusion by demanding use of Abernathy's micro- 
phone.. The microphone was eventually furnished to one of 
these individuals by Abernathy. The individual identified 
himself as Tin/Hayes of the Georgia Black Liberation [lront 
(BLF) and stated his companion (not identified) was also | 
with BLF, Hayes criticized SCLC for not accomplishing the 
things (not specified) it should accomplish. He demanded 
SCLC give $1,000 to BLF. ‘Abernathy took the microphone, 
addressed Hayes as "my brother''. He told Hayes SCLC 
already has assisted BLF by furnishing moncy @d material 
assistance. He said BLF has accomplished some good by 
feeding anid assisting needy Negro children. Abernathy 
accused BLF, however, of "teaching hatred". Order was 


then restored to the convention meeting and Abernathy 
continued his address. 


Abernathy in his speech claimed that President 
Nixon was a tyrant and was unfit for the job. He also urged 
that the U. S. Government not expand the war in Southeast Asia, 
end police brutality, and provide bread instead of substanties, 
denounce genocide, provide for the poor, and restore power 
to the people in a decent society. 3 
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He announced that in December a conference would be 
held in Atlanta, Georgia, concerning draft counseling in black 
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communities. He stated that the Quakers of the American 
Friends Committee Society are exempt from the draft as 
conscientious objectors and urged that the SCLC adopt a 
resolution filing a petition for conscientious objector 
status for SCLC workers. 
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He stated that in early 1971, a Poor People's March 
would be conducted to Washington, D. C., to sound the alarm 
for the oppressed Negro. He stated that the marchers will 
liberate and occupy the Justice Department and Congress and 


that the fascist domination in the United States must and 
will fall.

Archbishop Helder Camara Pessoa, a special at and speaker at the 
13th Annual Convention of the Southern Christian Legdership Conference, is 


the strong defender and nonviolent leader of Brazil ppor. 


He was invited to the convention by Dr. Ralph Dayid Abernathy, SCLC 
President, after Dr. Abernathy conferred with him lajst March in Brazil. 


"Dom Helder,'' as the Archbishop is affectionately known, serves in one 
£ the world's most poverty-stricken areas, Northeas{ Brazil. Great masses 
of the 1.35 million people in his Archdiocese suffer from starvation, mal- 
nutrition, poverty wages, unemployment, infant mortality, and slum housing. — 


As the leader of the Action, Justice and Peace Movement, a nonviolent 
campaign for social justice, Dom Helder invited Dr. Abernathy to Brazil in 
1969. Because of political turmoil in Brazil, Dr. Abernathy reluctantly 
postponed the trip at the time, but he finally met the Archbishop in Recife 
last March. The two issued ''The Declaration of Recife,'' a call for world- 
wide social justice, peace, and nonviolent protest by all peoples. 


Dr. Abernathy's trip to Brazil and the Archbishop's return visit re- 
flect SCLC's increasing interest in problems throughout the world. 


Archbishop Camara, 61, was born in 1909 at Ceara, Brazil. He was 
ordained to the priesthood in 1931, was promoted to Bishop in 1952, and 
to Archbishop in 1955. Since 1964 he has been Archbishop of Olinda and 


Recife. 


At the SCLC Convention, the Archbishop's first act will be to place 
a wreath at the tomb of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.. On his trip to Brazil 
last March, Dr. Abernathy placed a wreath at the grave of Father Henrique 


Pereira Neto, a 28-year old special aide to Dom Helder who was assassi- 
nated in 1969. . 


The Archbishop will attend the Wednesday morning SCLC Convention 
session to hear Dr. Abernathy's presidential address. At the Convention 
banquet that night, the Archbishop will be a special guest speaker. 
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During the afternoon session Hosca Williams, speaker, 
discussed Southern Political Organizing. He stated that the 
situation in the south remains today as it was many years ago, 
that jails continue to be easy to get in and hard to get out. 
Other speakers were Mrs. Theodore 0. Wedel, President, National 
Council of Churches, who pointed out that the black must seek 
public offices in the south, as an example, John Buffington, 
West Point, Mississippi, is running for mayor of that city. 
Also discussed at the cvening session was the fact that black 
lawyers are selling, out to the whites and at no time can one 
obtain a black lawyer in a Civil Rights case. It was pointed 
Out that black attorneys receive much rore money from white 
esteblishced law firms than Negro firms.

| The real issue for Black and poor pcople in America today is 
one of REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMEN''. The government of this nation is 


not represcntative of all its constituents. For instance, there are more than 


c 


70 counties across the Southland with 50% or morc Black potential voters. 


, 


There should be at lcast 1,695 Black clected officials in these counties in order 
to have anything like represcatative governtacnt. Instead, there are only slightly 
more tian 360 Black clecied officials across the entire South, with most of 


those officials being elected from urvan areas like Atlanta, Augusia, and 
a | | 
Savannih, Georgia; Charleston, South Carolina, and so forth. 


Additionally, many of these Black office-holders enjoy only 


token participation in the forces that contro! the decision making. In Georgia, | 
Se. : | | 

40 Black men and women hold elective offices. Yet, Georgia politics is still 
oS ; 

basically irrelevant and insensitive to the nceds, hopes and aspirations of 


Black and poor people. 
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This lack of meaningful participation in the process of govern- 
Be 

ment creates additional penalties that befall the Black and poor. Throughovt 
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_ the State of Georgia, State Troopers make decisions daily that affect the 
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lives of Black and poor people. Yet, there are no Black State Troopers. 


Each year the Legislation of the State of Goorgia appropriates untold imil- 
lions of dollars of the peopic's moncy. Yet, Blacks arc not allowed to parti- 
78 cipate in the decision-making process that controls the disbursements of their 
own tax dollars. 


Positively, the mayoralty cJection in Atlanta would hardly have 


‘resulted in so promising an administration had not the candidacy of Horace 
Tate excited the imagination of Black voters to the extent that they voted in 
percentages which overwhelmed white voters. We know that Atlanta wouid ‘ | 
have a Black Mayor today had Black voters stuck together. Although a split 


in the Black vote produced Atlanta's most hopeful governmental body in 100 


years, the moderate campaign of Maynard Jackson alone could not have 


accoinplishcd the same results. 


And, even if the Mayor and the Vice-Mayor 
had been victorious, there would hardly have been enough of a landslide to 


- elect so many persons to the Board of Aldermen, Board of Education and the 
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positions of authority which we have assuined with those bodies. 3 


President Nixon has ably and amply shown that little can be | 
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expected from his Administration in the next two years. His welfare program

be. than they are today.if the program is instrumented as planned. 


This situation places an obligation on the Black commynity to 


concern itself with radical change in local government. The next two years 
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should be spent laying the groundwork at the local level so that when the 
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‘opportunity opens up ve will have the power to change the Congress. 
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For the first time in many decades, the South seems to be 
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moving to a prevalent position in electing the President of the United States. 
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The Nixon Administration won by a very small margin, with little help from 
Black voters. Had the Democratic Party been able to carry a little more 
than the five states carricd by George Wallace, Mr. Humphrey would be 
President today. This situation has set up a very dangerous political dicno- 
tomy between Black voters and the major parties of American politics. 
god The Nixon Administration has operated in a mann er to appease 
and court the conservative voters in the five states carried by Wallace rather 
than the millions of Black voters in America. Duc to the lack of political 
finesse in the Black community, the Democratic Party is being ferced to 
-compete with the Nixon Administration for the conservative voters of the 
-Wallace states. 
The success of the Wallace Party has thrown the poor in 
direct conflict with their oppressors. The Wallace Party is making a deée- 


dinite attempt to come into political control of every courthouse and city hall 
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in the Blackbelt of the Southland during the 1970 clections. Additionally, 
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Wallace is himself a definite, if uannounced, candidate for the Presidency 
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in 1972. Such a position of influence is essential to ‘allace for him to con- 


tinue to demand a portion of the national stage. 
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Thus, the Black and the poor are in the locked jaws of forces 


dedicated to thei extinction or continued servility. The key to America's 
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Black future is representative governinent. 
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aE. BACKGROUND 


The Southern Christian Leadership Conicrcence, and indeed all 
movement organizations, has in the past and is currently largely cepending 
“upon the impetus withdrawn from direct action campaigns for its influence on 
the course of events. In the 1950's and 1960's, these campaigns parnored 
great advances for the Black and the poor. These campaigns made it possible 
for Black people to eat where they liked, travel ree and how they wanted to 

- and enjoy life just as any other Amcrican citizen, theoretically. 

Unfortunately, the opposite is the cornerstone of today's truth. 

Integration in housing is virtually non-existent. In many localities, Blacks 


do not yet enjoy the prerogative of being able to vote. Poverty and starvation 


still wak in bold strides across our land. The voices of millions of Americans 
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do not enjoy outlets within many of our governing boilics. In short, Black people 
and poor people do not yct enjoy a reasonable picce of the action. 

Direct action campaigns should not be faulicd, however; they did 
lay the invaluable groundwork-for establishing legally the richt of all to equal 
opportunity. Butas yet, they hive been unable to insure to all the reality 
and/or actuality of equal opportunity. 

Why is this true? There are two reasons why poor Americans 
today continue to suticr from the ravages of poverty. First, they do not con- 

-. trol any aspect of governmental affairs. Second, asaresut, they are unable 
to enjoy the fruits of private enterprise. 

Vhat role should we of SCLC take in the ycars ahead? Should 
we continue to rely solely on Montgomerys, Birminghams, Selnas, Savannalis, 
- Poor People's Campaigns, Charlestons and Green Countys? Should we con- 
-tinue to march in the streets of America being beaten and jailed Without aac- 

quate legal aid? Shoulda we continue to allow our staff to be run down by trucks 
in Mississippi and aati no redress in the courts ? 

Perhaps these campaigns and others that we currently are con- 
templating may have temporary value at the moment, but will they have long- 
range, permanent, productive effects for all people of this nation ? 


The direct action campaign was and still is to a lesser degree, 


a tool to educate the world to the inadequacics of our current system of gov- 


. ernment. It was valuable to show the people of the earth that Black and poor 


people were treated as second-class citizens in the land of cqualify. But, now 
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‘that this has been fairly taught to the peop)< of the ea 


They live in a free country, but they are not free. ‘ 


Blacks must re-direct their cfforts to seciire for themselves 


rights which have for so long been aenicd them. This willl only come when 


Blacks have control of their proportionate share of the governmental wealth 
and power of this nation. This wi}) only come when Blacl:$ as a race can influ- 
ence the direction of national politics proportionately. . This will only cone 
when white men respect Black men, mainly because Black 1en respect 


themselves. 


How can Blacks bring about this seli-respect in the Black com- 
munity ? How can Blacks urge one another to pick themeclves up by their own | 
bootstraps ? How can Blacks urge one another to take for themselves that which 
has been due them for so lone? The white man in America has a heritage built 
up for hundreds of years of conquering, achieving, succecding and reaping the 
rewards of labor and power. The Plack man in Ainerica knows nothing but 

a history of paltry successes and monumental failures; a history of broken 


homes; a history of subservience; a history of dependence on the vagaries 


of a system of welfare and handouts that sap the spirit and destroy initiative. 


.s America has all but proven she does not have the integrity, wisdom nor the

me strength to free Black people.

This will be essen- 
tial to the orderly chanrc of direction Within our government. 

Black leadcrs in this struggle f “e human rights, must not make 
the errors that brought chaos to France, violence to the American rRevolu- 
tion and slaughter in the Var Between the States. Blacks must-not allow 

- themselves to dangle promise before our people and then be puilty of being 
unable to provide fulfillment. 

But what avenue should Blacks take in order to insure thet - 
Amcrica truly becomcs a land of equality ? Only positive, political action, 


economic development and development of one's self-respect can seriously 


be considered as avenues of practical advancement. The climate of the times 


has largely turned off the old methods, yet it is true that direct action, em- 
ployed sparingly, can be effective as an educational tool from time to time. 
Therefore, the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, the ony group 
capable of working effectively for social change in today's world, must seek 
to bring power to the people as we have never done before. 

Our program of change will encompass seven Southern states, 
but will concentrate in 50 counties within these seven states. SCLC feels 
that it is essential to work on a broad scale in order to bolsr the spirits 
of Black people throughout the region in which Blacks are concerned. Citi- | 
zens of Alabama ia hardly be expecied to find much checr in victories in 


MissisSippi, and people in Virginia cannot be expected to enjoy the successes 


of South Carolinians. 


In order that SCLC might truly create a steamroller of political 


power in this nation, SCLC must bring the immediacy of success heme to 
people throughout the most suppressed regions of America. 

From the Southland came the impetus for the meat civil 
rights movement. From the Southland must come the continuing impetus for 
a truly radical change in the direction within our national policies and 
‘programs. 

Through such a program of widespread efforts we might 
reasonally begin to expect a true re-cirection of funds and priorities for 


all of the people, rather {han for the monied few. 
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As we have seen in the past, the Black and poor people in many 
| counties throughout the South have begun to utilize to varying degrees the richis 
. dint were won by the movement in the last two decades. In many communities, : 
there has been an awakening of public concern and an institution of indigenous 
direct action and community relations cfiorts. | 
| In many of the localiiies where this has occurred, the populace 
seems to be partially satisfied with tue gains they have achieved, for they have 
never known anything better. In other cases, the people still have a strong 
thirst for further acquisition. ‘The primary impetus for this further thirst 
comes most often from the young, who were conceived and delivered in an era 
in which they have heard nothing but promises. 
| | Any activities of a political nature must include in a very respon- 
_ sible manner the participation of the young. For to rely totally on local leader- 
_ Ship from those who are over the hill will be to tune out the young. They can. 
hardly be expected to feel much more strongly for older Black leaders than 
they can for older white leaders. Indecd, the problem is the same when getting 
poor whites to vote and bringing them into power. 
As to the specific prozzams which we should bring into our target 


counties in this period prior to Novex::27, 1970, elections, Blacks feel that 


they will have little appeal unless thoy ore strongly relevant to the individual

community needs. - , . . 


8 ce _“: Teaching courses in citizenship education is a fine thing to do. 


All Blacks need euch enlightenment. However, just as Blacks must make 
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victory in the political arena an experience of immediacy for all by bringing 
‘it into every state in the Southland, Blacks must make every county effort 
concern itseli with the piovlems of direct rclevancy to that particular county. 


The eight main aspects of "SCLC'S NEV/ THRUST IN POLI- 


TICS," political program will be community organizatinn; Black culture; 


_land reform; ecoaomic development; equal administration of justice; localized 
public school control; citizenship education for all ages; and voter registration. 
Ten years ago, one of the main prodjlems of the Black community 


‘ was the lack of organization. Today, itis just the reverse--too many orga- 


nizations... Organizational loyalty is killing the Black thrust because it is divi- 
ding Black leadership many ways. It would be detrimental to try to eliminate 


_ any of the existing organizations, but coordinating the efforts of all existing 


organizations may be the salvation of the Black thrust for freedom. Due to the 
“necessity of dealing with political issues that are truly relative to the Black | 
community, coalitions must be brought together on an area basis, like South- 


wide, state, district, county and city. Coalitions must be representative, and 
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therefore, the development of large cffective youth and women divisions are 


a] 

; : _ very necessary. 
} hy _ It goes without saying, "There is no economic power for Black | 
| ES folk; there is no political power for Black folk; there is no power for Black 
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folk, until they first gain the power of self-respect, the power of self-reliance. 


: Therefore, self awareness clinics will be organized. These clinics would mect . 
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regularly and deal with cultural issues ana their relationsnip lo politics. 


In each anc every target county, there is land that lies fallow 
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because there are no eonventirattenin of wealth and manpower to make eficective ' 
: use of the land. Also, in cach. of these counties, there are many individuals 
who would be able to contribute valuable skills necessary totill the soil, but 
have no conception of how best to market their products. 
SCLC should rarner the necessary skills and investment capital 
to promote cooperative cfforts in farming that will make effective use of avail- 
able manpower and acreage. S¥Y/AFCA has been successful in this effort, and 
there is no reason why we should not be able to produce equally dramatic results. 


In the areas of economic development, we are truly at the thresh- 


hold of opportunities to make meaningful re-structuring of the economic cycle 

a reality. At present, Amcrican enterprise is founded on a system whereby 
the labors of the many bear fruit for the few. Yet, many groups have scen 
that the continuance of such a system will be ultimately destructive and con- 
trary to the best interest of the nation. Presbyterians have pledged themselves 
to the disbursement of $5,000,000.00 for Black economic development. The 
large foundations are secing the need to place a portion of their capital in the 

pockets of Black entrepreneurs. Even tie Federal Government has shown a 
disposition, however weak, to encourage Black enterprise through the Small 
Business Administration. ae 


| What needs to be established with the available investment capital, 


however, is not an industry or enterprise that cavorts itself in the usual manner 
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by leeching off of the poor for the benefil of the rich, but one that shares all 


\

Not only should eeonomic development sponsored by SCLC pro- 


\ 
vide employment for in<iviciuals not otherwise employed. ox cmployable, but 


with everyone. 


such economic development entities should be owned through stock by individuals 


= 
with as little purchasing power as welfare recipients and aby -age pensioners. 


In a word, just as represcentalive governnieht is of paramount 
necessity in this nation, likewise enedealiaes Cmmcaid must be a goal 
which is just as avidly pursued. 

Equal justice under the law is for too many “merican citizens 
a farce. There can be no toleration of a system which punishes one because 
of his color and allows another frecdom that is ill-deserved. There canbe 
no toleration of a systein that dispenses special favors to one due to his eco- 
nomic standing and denics it to another simply because he is clutched in the 
jaw of penury. 

In cach of our target counties, we should rnake efforts to create 
through existing community action grouns a system of police review. Such 


a group should have as its purpose the examination of all relevant police 


activity. It should make itself known to the community leaders and include 
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such leaders in its regular meetings. The review board should be committed 
to undertaking direct action campaigns in its community at any time that it 


. feels itself to be justified in such an endeavor. 
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The puvlic schools in the South have for hundreds of years 


é 


existed to push the concept of white supremacy. This is desiructive for white 


' children as well as Blacks. Black children are reared up knowing that they are 


inferior to whites biologiciully as well as mentally. "A Black man makes a good 


work animal but he certainly cannot be cxpccted to be effective as an intellectual. " 


The white child is taught that society's rewards will come to 


him if he gocs on to college, and her certainly wil) not have to stoop to manual 


labor to reap the rewards of life. 


The results of this situation is that a society of subservient 
Blacks, and whites who are promised success but can realize only despera- 
tion, is created. 

But even those whites who realize only desperation inevitably 
Cling to that which is most precious to them. That most precious concept 
is the "scrotum politics" upon which the Jiin Crow establishment is built. | 

Ncaningful integration in our society will never come until - . 
whites are able to look upon Blacks as their cquals. This will never happen 
until Blacks themselves know that they have value. 

In the schoolsin Alabama and other Southern States, Black 
history is taught. We hear of such men as Booker T. Washington and George 


Washington Carver--two men who preached that accomplishment for Blacks 


would come from manual labor and not from political participation. In those 


same schools, nothing is heard of W.E.B. De Bois, the man who urged at the 


same time as Washington and Carver the Blacks must insist upon representa- 


tive government. These conditions must be changed prior to any lasting devel- 


opment of racial cquality. 
In each target community we must form groups of parents, 
teachers, community leaders and interested citizens to form a Board of Trus- 


tees for each school with Black students. This Board of Trustecs should 


establish standing committees to deal with problems of school finances, 


materials, and facilities, curriculum, personnel an administration. The group * 


and its committees should continually review school policies and practices to 
insure that the schools are doing whatever is necessary and possible to pro- 
vide an unviased and relevant cducation for all students. 


It should also be commitied.to undertaking direct action as would 


be the case with the police review board. Unless a serment of the commun ity 


“is willing to commit itself to action, the vemce powers in the camaiiitie will 
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hardly be induced to transform policies and practices te the satisfaction of the 


“

The citizenship education programs instituted in this county 


should provide both old and young alike with the knowledge of their respective 
oe ne aS cca 4 i ee 
communities and prernmen in general that will enable them to make qualificd 
y- 


judgments of prospective candidates. 
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The ‘ined am should include visits from guest speakers from 
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across the United States, local leaders, SCLC staff guidance, and home study. 
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These classes should be part of an integral network of programs such as those 
previously mentioned in order that they might work cohesively to engender 
maximum community spirit. 

With the aforementioned eight steps there should be a coujling | 
of an active political action campaign to insure that in 1970 Black ana poor 
communities are in sufficicnt strengin to enforce their wishes. 

One of the first objectives will be to insure political awareness 
in the Black and poor communities. Then, wherever necded, modikzation and 


organization will be the next step. At this point, SCLC's "New Thrust in Poli- 


tics’ is reared to implement a program hopefully resulting in the Black and 


poor equally participating in the mainstream of American politics. A sequen- 
tial program of community organization, voter registration, political education 
get-out-the vehi campnign, training and supervising clection day workers 

will be implemented after SCLC's workers dreanise the county, district, state 
and south-wide coalitions, placing special emphasis on the aevelopment of large, 
effective women and youth divisions. Hopefully, the 'NNew Thrust in Politics ° 
program will beoeme attractive to old as well as young, white as well as Black. 


Although Blacks are the nation's most impoverished, most of the needed funds 


' must come from their community. Generally, the women have bcen the back- 


bone of the movement. With fund raising being one of the roughest jobs, the 


- women's division will largely be organized for that purpose. 


Political apathy in the Black community has largely been due to 


the lack of information which was brought about by denying Blacks the right to 
| | 40 
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participate in the mainstrcam of American politics. Therefore, SCLC will 


estiblish area-wide political information centers. These centers will offer 

~ local political organizations and candidates needed research ; they will compile 
polifical information for public use; political science majors will orpanize and 
train local persons to carry out extensive political education classes. These 
centers will afford journalists who will have the responsibility of organizing 
news media and allow for communication of that which is relative to the masses 
of Black people, concentrating in organizing locally-owned, non-profit news- 
papers. The centers wil] also offer trainins for producing and distributing 
printed material. Though extensive use of these materials it is hopee that 
the highlighting of issues rejative to the local community can be maximizad. 

It is hoped that the eifecitve instrumcatation of land {frciorm, 
police review boards, school hoards of trustees, economic development, citi- 
zenship education and political action will engender the proper atmosphere 
to insure that Black and poor citizens will not only re gistor but will also vote. 

SCLC has outlined a proposal of broad scope. It encompasses 
seven states, five U.S. Congressional Districts and fifty counties. It will take 


a monumental effort on the part of the entire organization of SCLC in order for 
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it to be effective. 


The program embraces the greatest: principles and goals of 
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the Poor People's Campaign which was instituted by our fallen leader. Dr. 
King did not conceive of radically changing the face of this nation by the sole 


_use of political action or the sole use of direct action. 
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. to one at the expense of the other. Hore in this proposal we have embodied the 
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Rather, he know that we would be foclish to dedicate ourselves 


essence of all factions of SULC's involvemcnt ia the struggle for human dignity. 


We attempt to bring dignity and affluence and equality to all men.. 


Surely, this program is one of great importance to the people 


of this world. It is the key to the evolvement of man from the frightened savage 


living in darcnessto the gentle purveyor of kindness. 


Briefly, I have herein alluded to the scope of this proposed 


political action progran encompassing as stated above, sevcn siates, five U.S. 


Congressional Districis and fifty countics. These states have been chosen duc 


to their white power structure's long-standing history of inaction in the field 


of human rights and welfare. These are the original states of the Deep South. 


that fought s0 bitlerly in the last century to prolong slavery, and continue today 


to support programs that are insensitive to the plight of the Black ana the poor. 


Additionally, these are the states which the Nixon Acministration 


is courting in its cfforts to form a conservative coalition of .Xepubdlicans and 
Wallace States Righters. As we have seen, the Nixon Administration is playing 


with the Middle Class revolt in an effort to slow the pace of reform and redi- 


rection in federal policies. It is hoped that by attacking Njxon's votcr support 


at its most determined core, we might turn the conservative tide in 1970 and 


thereby, make it possible for right-thinking Democrats to be clected in 1972 


to the Presidency. 


The states that have been chosen.are Mississippi, Alabama, : 
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Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, North Carolina and yrginin. 


In each of these states, there are several organizations working 
| \ 
in the field of political action. None ona total state -widelYevel, buf many 


covering large areas of their state. The efforts of thasc Various organizations 
could be enhanced many times if SCLC would take the eames of coordi- 
nating these efforts. ‘ 
A mail-order voter registration and political organization pro- 
gram should be carried on in every county of each state. : his would be done 
by writing the leaders of the various organizations in every county monthly, re- 
questing that certain things in the line of political action be gone. A report 
form with a self -addressed, stamped envelope would be included. All of the 
county leaders would come together, fill out this progress report and return 
it to the state-wide political information center. A state-wide WATS line 

, would be installed in each state-wide center. . Each leader would receive a 
long distance call once a week to find owt what he is doing, when he is having 
a meeting, when is the next registration day, and what help dogs he need. This 
alone will keep something going on in cach county. 

Each county would reccive at least one visil in person from 
SCLC's two field workers. The county a have been worked up by letter 
and the *.ATS line before the two field workers arrive. The two workers will 


first meet in a noon lunchcon with the local leaders. Later in the afternoon,, the 


. two field workers would meet with the local youth leaders and organizers. 
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Later, a similar mecting would take place with the women leaders and organizers. 


Ab out 8:00 Pj.. the field workers would address a cout y-wide mass meeting. The 


two field workers will fill out a report form on each county as soon as the 
county visit is completed. The state-wide political information director would 
receive the repats and respond immediately. | 
The five U.S. Congressional Districts are the 2nd and Sth in 
Georgia; the 5th in “labama; the 6th in South Carolina; and the 10th in North 
Carolina. There are very good chances to elect Black Congressmen from these 
‘districts in 1970. But, if we miss in 1970, their election would be assured in 192. 
Coordinating the efforts being made in each of these districts is very important. 
These districts necd active district-wide Political Information Centers to do 
_the same coordinating as the state's centers. 
| The fifty counties were chosen by states as follows: iv.ississinpi, 
six; Alabama---13; Gcorgia---17; Florida---2; Virginia---Z; North Carolina--- 
3; and South Carolina---7. 
An experienced SCLC staff member would be assigned to a cer- 


tain number of counties. A certain number of summer volunteers will be assigned

in each county. Four local persons would be hired full-time at 930.00 per weck 


from SCLC and wl5.00 per week from the local community.: The entire program 
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above will be instituted throughout each couhty immediately. Until the deadline, 
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registration would be the main program. Then, we would move into the other 


‘programs, concentrating on political education. 
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In each of these states there are counties that have a Black 


. 
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majority of eligible voters, but little or no Black and poor representation. 
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There are a)so other factors to be considered in choosing these 
sta tes and counties as bascs of political reform. The emergence of the Loyalist 

Wallace Democrats and Republicans has left the South with nothing but a shadow 
Demooratie Party. Top Democrats from the Senate to the various Governor 
offices have shown a tendency to continue support V/allace and/or \epublicans 

at the expense of the national party. This has given birth to the rise of loyalist

In conclusion, the following generalizations may be offered 
to the forcgoing rationale. =) 


Owing to centurics of denial of basic civil rights, Black 
people are forced toeither rely mostly on white humanitarianism and 
considerations for their basic elementary rights, or have sought gov- 
ernmental assistance in order to gain their minimal social, economic 
ang political rights. Whereas the whites, in addition to their two-party 
systein, have auxilliary groups for the purpose of educating their mem- 
bership and often to take positions on policy issues. The net result of 
this condition has been a tremendous imbalance of power (political) 
existing between the Black and white communities. GR) 


To counter this imbalance there should be a Black Coalition 
with the expertise, personnel and resources to mobilize and unify the 
Black community in order to reallocate for them their due share of 
political and decision-making processes in the nation, state, cily and 
county. Thus, the Coalition could be a viable agency in helping to 
integrate some aspect of political life and help to build a consensus. sie 
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As a group, the Black Coalition can concentrate their re- 
sources, also, on influencing the program espoused by the major 
parties and their candidates, leaders and officeholders. Too, as a 
pressure group, the Coalition would not be a duplicate campaign 
machine to the two-party system, for the group can screen and pre-_ . 

- sent candidates of high calibre and dedicated to the needs and aspira- 
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tions of Blacks and poor whites; furthermore, can provide man-power 
for getting voters registered and getting out the vote. € 

As stated before, the non-partisan aspect of the group should 
be impressed so as to atiract liberals, poor whites and independent 
voters. Thus, a pressure group/candidate's relationship, rather than 
a pressure/party relationship would be created for those who are not 
interested in the party ticket.

Finally, in the words of C. B. King, the Blfck Coalition is

This article 
reflected approximately 1,000 persons attended the SCLC Convention 
Banquet the night of August 12, 1970, at the Marriott Motor Hotel, 
Atlanta, at which the main speaker was Senator George McGovern of 
South Dakota. 


This article stated that McGovern praised SCLC “brilliant 
contribution" to and increasing the standard of life of the American 
Negro. McGovern also “lashed out at what he charged was a recent 
venal effort to defame the memory of the late Reverend Martin Luther 
King, Jr.", (former President of SCLC). The article went on to point 
out that comedian Dick Gregory was scheduled to address tm banquet 
but did not appear. Cassius Clay, former heavyvight boxing champion, 
spoke briefly at the banquet. Clay, the article said, in commenting

MEMORANDUM FROM FLO KENWEDY TO RELEVANT BLACK PEOPLE 


Black power is activated by Black anger. Rlack G.I.‘s and veterans 
are very angry. Why has the "movement" ignored and neglected them? 


There's no point in running down the worn-out statistics about the 
unfair proportion of Black G.I.‘s and their unfair proportion in the stock- 
ades and brigs; anybody that docsn‘t know, or hasn't figured that One is 
too innocent to dig this altogether. 


But Black G.1.'s know the scene and because they do, they're getting 
their shit together. While they're risking their lives to organize to resist 
the white brainwash of their so-called supcrior officers (white and oreo), 


they know that upon discharge they'll be candidates for the ew of the un- 
employed. 


Five years ago, the G.I. movement was almost unheard of; today, es- 
timates are that 502 to 903 of G.I.‘s are against the racist war in Southeas 
Asia. Three years ago there were three G.I. anti-war newspapers; today, ther | 
are seventy. In 1964 there was one anti-war G.I. Coffee+House; today there 
are twenty. | 


Although the anti-war G.I. movement's support and financing has come 
almost entirely from white movement groups, Black G.I.'s have played a 


prominent part in an overvhelming majority of rebellions, stockade rip-offs 
and personal "I won't-gocs.” Dig it: of the Fort Hood Three, Jimny 

Johnson was Black, Dennis Mora was Puerto Rican; Ron Lockman, who went to 
jail for refusing to go to Viet Nam was Black; every one of the Fort Hood 
forty-three, who refused to "pacify" the Black Community in Chicago were 
Black; most of the organizers of the Fort Jackson and Fort Bragg G.I.'s Unit 
were Black. Key organizer Joe Miles was punitively transferred to Alaska. 
Major rebellions at stockades and brigs, including long Bin: (Viet Nam), Da 
Nang (Viet Nam), Mannheim (Germany) and many others were led by Black politi 
cal prisoners." 


The Army, Navy, <‘arines and Air Force have something to do with. power, 


and anybody who raps Black Power and ignores the angry Black G.I., is out 
to lunch. 


How can the Black G.I. have any hope in the relevance of the Black ; 
movement which has so long neglected not only his plight but also his power?

The Jackson, Mississippi, newspaper, The Clarion 
Ledger, issue of October 13, 1970, reveals an article 
captioned "Court Rules SCLC "Liable For Damages" by Associated 


Press writer James Sagus., The article reveals in part the 
following: | 


"Upholding a verdict from Grenada County Chancery 
Court, the Supreme Court said in an opinion by Chancellor 
Stokes Robertson that the chancery judge's findings. on 
liability ‘are supported by substantial evidence and 
he was correct in... concluding that the 41 defendants 
named . .. are jointly and severally liable’ 


"However, the court said the $114,572 figure set 
by the lower court was ‘greatly excessive’ and the 
method used to compute the damage was ‘too conjectural 
and speculative’. 


"The lower court used only one witness, who 
determined the average annual profit and life expectancy | 
of the business owned by the Gilbert Allen family.

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The Supreme Court sent the case back to Chancery

"The suit was filed by the Allen intersts in 
1966, shortly before the grocery went out of business.

"In his opinion, Robertson said the Negro leaders 
had never complained to the Allens about anything 
and the store was ‘an innocent bystander who ultimately 


became the innocent victim of this struggle for political 
and economic power'. 


"The boycott occurred about the time of the James 
Meredith march from Memphis to Jackson, when Meredith. . 
was wounded from ambush south of Memphis. It was called 
by black leaders to enforce demands on Grenada leaders, 


"The court said pictures were taken of Negro 
customers using the store and these were posted, with 
names, at the mass meetings held nightly ‘so that | 


pressure could be brought to bear on those guilty of 
shopping with (the Allens)."
